Diaz. 

As soon as he heard of the proposal 
Gen. Villa granted Guzman an interview, 
and, after making sure of the nature 

of the visit, ordered the messenger shot. 
Within a few minutes-after his arrval 
Guzman was led out of Villa’s room, 
stood up before’an adobe wall, and, with 
his hands tied and his eyes blindfolded, 
Was executed. The shooting was done 
by a rebel officer in charge of the rail- 
roads who happened to be present when 
the execution was ordered. 

It was at first reported that Bonales 
Sandoval, an attorney of Mexico City, 
was the victim, but Sandoval, who was 
reported to be on a similar mission 
for Diaz, took refuge in the United 
States several days ago. 

Guzman was formerly a private sec- 
retary to Dr. Emilio Vasquez Gomez. 
He was known as one of the promoters 
of the Orozco revolution against Ma- 
déro, and later joined with Huerta in 
the eceaeied against the late Presi- 
dent.

Spectators at Garden City See 
Niles Escape Death by a Hair - 
in “Looping the Loop.” 


AVIATOR’S MOTOR STOPS 


Monopiane Plunges Tall Foremost 
Toward the Earth, but Aefonaut’s 
Coolness Saves Him. 


Charles F. Niles, -the -young.:. aviator 
who finished second in The New. York 
Times: aerial derby around Manhattan 
Island last October, tried to ‘“‘ loop-the- 
loop”” in an aeroplane yesterday at 
Garden City and failed. But he accom- 
plished a greater aerial feat than the 
loop would have been; in fact, those 
familiar with the perils of aviation who 
saw his performance said that probably 
no other airman had’ passed through 
such a dangerous adventure and had 
lived to tell about ‘ft. 

Niles ascended for 3,000 feet in long 
spiral curves, and then triéd the loop. 
All went well with him until the aero- 


Plane was pointed straight up in the 
air. Then the gasoline drained away 
from the engine, and it stalled. - The 
aeroplane, beréft of its power,- shot to- 
ward the earth for 1,000 feet tail fore- 
most. Then it turned over and fell for 
another thousand:.feet with its tail 
pointing straight .upward. 

From this peril Niles saved -himself 
by manipulating his levers rapidly, but 
the momentum of the aeroplane was so 
great that it skidded to one side, and 
experienced aviators watching on the 


ground, ran for. the protection of the 
hangars, expecting,. the machine to 
Plunge to the earth. 

No one on the ground who .saw his 
plight believed’ that Niles. would emerge 
@live from it. Allan Hawley, Presi- 
dent of the Aero. Club of America; 
Mortimer Delano, Secretary of the club, 

and Mr. Moisant, owner of the mono- 
plane which Niles was driving, cried out 
almost. as one:: ‘ gone. They 
ran’ with the. other watchers ‘from the 
aviation grounds, as it.seemed ‘only a 
question of -a second: or two’ before 
Niles would crash down on the place 
where they. stood. 

The monoplane fell sg. rapidly that it 
was hard to follow its course. It seemed 
to catch the air after a long skid to 
the left, only. to shoot off.on another 
slide to the right. Then, when. it waa 
less than 200 feet. above the ground 
it -swung graceful upward and. the 
even throbbing: of the motor was heard 
again, showing that Niles baa the aero- 
tng under: control though e was: fly- 
ng upside down.

| SCHOFIELD, 78, WEDS 


NURSE ON DRATH BED 


Heir of First Wife, Estranged by 
a Scandal, Dies Two Hours 
After the Ceremony. 


Charles Wardell Schofield, 78 years 
old, who received $40,000 a few weeks 
ago from the estate of his wife, an 
actress noted more than a generation 
ago as Libbie Stowell, was married at 
noon yesterday as he lay dying of pneu- 
monia in the Hotel St. George in Brook- 
lyn to Miss Jean Fitzsimmons, 28 years 
old,’ a trained nurse, of 298 Fenimore 
Street, Brooklyn. He died two hours 
after his marriage. 

Mr. Schofield; who had made a for- 
tune as a railroad builder ‘in his youth, 
had little property left when-he learned 
a few months ago that his first wife 
had died at Los Angeles in December, 
1912, and that he was entitled to a 
share in her fortune. In order to avoid 
litigation which would be likely to last 
beyond his lifetime, Mr. Schofield ac- 
cepted $40,000 from the other heirs. 

Six weeks ago he obtained a license 
to marry Miss Fitzsimmons, whom he 
had‘ met through her brother, Thomas 
F. Fitzsimmons, who was a _ busi- 
ness acquaintance: The wedding was 
delayed because the Catholic Church 
refused to grant a dispensation to Miss 
Fitzsimmons to marry Mr. Schofield, 
who was then a Protestant. The aged 
man became ill a few days ago. On Jan. 
81 he took rooms at the Hotel St. George, 
and when he realized that his illness was 
likely to end in death, he decided, in- 
stead of risking further delay in ob- 
taining a dispensation, to join the Cath- 
olic Church. He sent for a Catholic 
priest and was received into that com- 
munion. 

"Mr, Schofield’s life was ebbing rap- 
idly when the ceremony was performed 
yesterday. He had retained full pos- 
session of all his faculties, though, and 
was able to sit up in bed’and make the 
responses. The ceremony was_ per- 
formed by the Rev. Father F. X. Lu- 
decke of the Church of §8t.

Glynn Also Designates Cardozo 
for That Tribunal and Names 
Weeks for Supreme Court.

ALBANY, Feb, 2.—Gov. Glynn sent 
to the. Senate to-night the nomination 
of William B. Hornblower for Associate 
Judge of the Court of Appeals to suc- 
ceed Willard Bartlett, elected Chief 
Judge of that tribunal last Fall. 

Gov.: Glynn also sent in the designa- 
tion of Supreme Court Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo of New York for the place 
which became vacant when Frank H. 
Hiscock succeeded John Clinton Gray 
as an elective Judge of the Court of 
Appeals. Until his election Mr. Hiscock 
had held: his place as a Court of Ap- 
peals. Judge by designation. 

“The Governor also nominated Bartow 
§S. Weeks of New York for Supreme 
Court Justice in New York County to 
succeed James W. Gerard, who resigned 
last. year to become Ambassador to Ger- 
many. Mr. Weeks last year was ap- 
pointed to ‘fill an enexpired term on 
the Supreme Court bench by Gov. Sul- 
zer, and was a candidate for the Su- 
preme Court in the late election, but 
with the rest of the Democratic ticket 
went down to defeat. Gov. Glynn said 
Mr, Weeks had the indorsement of 
practically every jurist in New York 
for his present appointment. Mr. Weeks 


is a member of Tammany Hall. 
Benjamin N. Cardozo, another of Gov. 
Glynn’s appointees, was a candidate for 
the Supreme’ Court on the Fusion ticket 
last Fall and was exected by a large 
majority. He will be, perhaps, the 
youngest ‘man ever to serve. in the 
highest tribunal of this State; he is 
only 43.. Under, his designation Justice 
Cordozo. becomes a full-fledged mem-

Resolutions Calling Upon Him 
to Quit as Leader of Tam- 
~ many Passed in an Uproar. 


FRIENDS CRY “GAG RULE!” 


Tom Smith Challenges Chairman to 
Order a Standing Vote, but He 
Adjourns the Meeting. 


After a stormy debate that threatened 
at. times to develop into a rough-and- 
tumble fight, the National Democratic 
Club, at a meeting at the clubhouse, 617 
Fifth Avenue, adopted resolutions last 
night calling for the reorganization of 
the Democratic Party in the city and 
State and the retirement of Charles F. 
Murphy as the leader ef Tammany Hall. 

The members of urphy’s ‘Old 
Guard” made a desperate’ effort to 
stop the adoption of the resolution, but 
Chief Judge Edward F. O'Dwyer of the 
City Court, President of the club, gave 
the Murphy adherents a taste. of boss 
rule, and adjourned the meeting without 
allowing a roll call amid yells and: hoots 
of derision that could be heard a block 
away from the club.

After announc- 
ing an adjournment, President O’Dwyer 
left the room, and the Tammany mem- 
bers tried to get control of the meeting 
to rescind the club*s. action.

HINT FROM WILSON 


His. Disapproval of, Literacy 
"Test and Asiatic Exclusion Is 
Unofficially Announced. 


HOUSE ACTION FAVORS BOTH 


173 to 120 for the Test—Then Ex- 
clusion Clause Is Put 
Final Vote To-day.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—It Seems to 
be clear from the information obtained 
to-day ,that President Wilson has de- 
termined to use his influence against 
the incorporation of a literary test 
feature in the Burnett immigration bill. 
There is other information not quite 
so definite, but vouched for in well 
informed quarters, that the President 
will veto the measure if it containe a 
provision requiring such a test for im- 
migrants. He is understood to have 
given a broad hint to that effect to 
some White House callers to-day. 

Practically coincident with the guard- 
ed disclosures of the President's atti- 
tude, the House of Representatives 
adopted the literacy test provision late 
this afternoon by a vote of 170 to 120. 

Immediately thereafter the opponents 
f this much-debated feature joinea 
orces with the Pacific coast members 
and executed a flank movement which 
resulted in the tentative adoption of an 
amendment for the exclusion of Hindu 
laborers, and the Mongolian, Malay, and 
African races from admission to the 
United States ‘“ unless otherwise pro- 
vided for vy existing agreements as to 
passports or by _ treaties, conventions, 
or agreements that may hereafter pve 
entered into.’’ The vote was 111 to 

The adoption of this amendment to 
the general immigration measure affords 
anothér reason for a Presidential veto. 
In the present delicate state of the rela- 
tions between Japan and United States 
over the Californian alien land law, this 
provision would tend to emphasize the 
embarrassment of President Wilson in 
trying to adjust the differences between 
the two countries thereon, and the Presi- 
dent’s whole attitude indicates that he 
will not tolerate the enactment of dis- 
criminator legislation affecting Jap- 
anese subjects 


Wilson’s Immigration Views. 


Attention was called to-day to a 
significant statement made by President 
Wilson in the Presidential campaign of 
1912 which, it was said, still repre 
sents his views. This statement was 
made by him to Geza Kende, editor 
of the Magyar Nepszava, a Hungarian 
newspaper of New York, and was print 
ed in that newspaper on July 22, 1912. 
It reads: 

I believe in the reasonable restriction of 
immigration, but not in any restrictions 
which will exclude: from the country honest, 
industrious men who are seekin what 
America has always offered—an asylum for 
those who seek a free field. The whole 
question is a very difficult one, but can be 
solved with justice and generosity. 

I would not exclude any honest, e 
man who has the initiative to come here 
and work honestly for the welfare of the 
United States. 

This statement is interpreted to mean 
that President Wilson does not believe 
that a literacy test is essential to de- 
termine whether an intending immi- 
grant will make a good citizen. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina, 
Chairman of the Committee on Immi- 
gration, has been authorized by his 
committee to see President Wilson and 
explain provisions in the Immigration 
bill, if it should appear that the Presi- 
dent was opposed to’ any part of the 
measure. The committee has practically 
decided to report the literacy -test 
which passed the Senate last year, and 
Senator Smith's instru¢tions relate par- 
ticularly to rami roy hah sonaiee 
nt this mo & on loca 
aad not brine up the 
question of:inimigration.

It caused 
an hour’s debate, which was still pend 
ing when the House adjourned rather 
precipitately on the motion of Chair 
man Burnett, who feared that the next 
vote would mean the final adoption of 
the Asiatic exclusion proposal. 

The bill, as it stood, proposed the ex- 
clusion of ‘‘ persons who cannot become 
eligible, under existing law, to become 
citizens of the United States by nat- 
uralization, unless otherwise provided 
for by existing agreements, as to pass- 
ports or treaties, conventions, or agree- 
wee that may hereafter be entered 
into.” 

The Hayes amendment moved to strike 
out these words and to substitute ““Hun- 
dus and all persons of the Mongolian or 
yellow race, of the Malay or brown 
race, and of the African or black racé.”’ 
The effect of this substitution would be 
the exclusion of all laborers of these 
races, including the Japanese, and 
exclusion of practically all Asiatic la- 
borers. 

The final vote on the Hayes amend- 
ment is nding.

LIMITED IMMIGRATION PLAN. 


Five Per Cent. of Those Naturalized 
and Children, Gulick Urges to Wilson 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—A new im- 
migration plan, which, its author says, 
will conserve the material interests of 
the United States, and at the same time 
satisfy all foreign Governments by. omit- 
ting racial references and discrimina- 
tions, was proposed to-day to President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan by Prof. 
Sydney L. Gulick, lecturer at the mee. 
rial University of Japan. A draft of the 
proposal has been sent to the Senate 
Immigration Committee. 

Prof. Gulick: advocates the limitation 
of all immigration to 5 per cent. an- 
nually of the number of foreigners al- 
ready naturalized, and their American: 
born children. ; 

“This rate would allow all to enter 
this country who’ might come from 
North Burope,” he gays, ‘Sand would 
cut. down .immigration somewhat from 
‘South and’ East 
@ slight immigration from Asia.”’ 

The 5 per cent. rate, Prof. Gulick 
added, would admit no more aliens 
from any country than the United States 
could properly assimilate, and the 1- 
icy “would completely solve the Jap- 
anese problem and would put America 
‘ight with all Asia.’’ 


WANTS ASSEMBLY TO ACT. 


Sufrin’s Proposal to Ask Congress- 
men to Oppose Bill Up To-day.

Ex-Mayor Resigns as Trustee 
After 33 Years of Service— 
‘Has Long Wished to Retire. 


BREWER TO.SURGERY POST 


Named for Chair. Formerly Held. by 
Dr. Blake—$7,000 in Gifte—

After thirty-three years of service as 
a Trustee of Columbia ex-Mayor Seth 
Low, who also acted as President of the 
university from 1890 to 1900, has ten- 
dered his resignation, to take effect not 
later than June 380. The reasons for 
Mr.. Low’s resignation are set forth m 
a letter addressed to George L. Rives, 
which was read to the Board of Trustees 
at its meeting yesterday. In it Mr. Low 
shid: 


Ags you know, I have long wished to re- 
tire from the Board of Trustees of Colum- 
bia University so that I might. enjoy, 
unembarrassed by any othef relationship, 
the distinction which I value of. being ex- 
President of the university. Circumstances 
with which you are familiar have made it 
seem desirable that I should remain a 
trustee until now; but a condition has now 
arisen in which it appears to me that I may 
render yet another service to the university 
by retiring from the board. Ever since my 
graduation, in 1870, I have been interestea 
to secure for the alumni official represen- 
tation on the Board of Trustees; and 
rejoiced greatly when a practicable plan 
for the accomplishment of this object was 
adopted a few years ago. Under the opera- 
tion of this plan, it is any desirable that 
there should be a vacancy in the board at 
the present time, to be filled by the choice 
of the alumni. It would gratify me greatly 
if I might be permitted to contribute to 
the orderly administration of the plan for 
alumni representation, already in successful 
operation, by retiring from the board dur- 
ing the current academic year; and 
therefore ask you to present my resignation 
to the trustees, to take effect June 30, 
1914, or at such earlier date as may better 
suit their convenience, 

In asking that my resignation be ac 
cepted, I may perhaps remind the trustees 
that I became a member of their honorable 
board on the first Monday in October, 1881, 
on the day before my first election as 
Mayor of Brooklyn, so that length of serv- 
foe reinforces my request; while the new 
interests that have crowded into my life 
in recent years make it increasingly diffi- 
cult for me to give either time or thought 
to the welfare of the university. 


Devotion to Columbia. 


I have rejoiced in the steadily increas- 
ing usefulness of the university, not only 
to the city of New York and to our coun- 
try, but also to the world of scholarship 
and to international good will. To my 
colleagues of the trustees I ask you to 
express my high regard; and to assure 
them of my appreciation of their loyal and 
devoted service to Columbia University. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the faithful- 
ness with which the trustees of Columbia 
have administered their high trust during 
the long term of my connection with the 
board ‘‘ And, verily, they have their re- 
ward.’’ To you, Sir, and to all my col- 
leagues of the Board, and to the President 
of the university, I offer my best wishes;

attempt regulation or separation out- 
side of the United States.

Rumors in Berlin That Chancellor 
Will Go to Alsace-Lorraine.

ENGLISH TEACHERS STRIKE. 


Ask $500 a Year—tLively Scenes 
Owing to Children’s Sympathy.

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Lively scenes 
marked the first day of a teachers’ 
strike in Herefordshire, which began 
to-day. Seventy schools out of 120 
were closed, and at the other schools 
the children resented the appearance 
of new teachers and made demon- 
strations of sympathy with those who 
had struck. 

When the school at Ross, the largest 
in the county, should have opened, the 
boys paraded the town, singing and 
cheering. Toward 10 -o’clock they 
were induced to enter the school. Im- 
mediately there was pandemonium. 
Inkpots were thrown about and desks 
were overturned. Finally the boys 
broke out of the building and marched 
again through the town. The demon- 
stration was still proceeding to-night, 
with the apparent approval of the 
townsfolk. . 

The girls’ school at Ledbury was the 
centre of a big demonstration. Before 
the scholars were dismissed after the 
morning lessons the children became 
unruly. They wrote on the walls, 
“We are going to have our teachers 
back,” played the piano, overturned 
the desks, and upset ink on the floor. 
A crowd of youngsters hooted the new 
mistress in the streets,- 

“When the children were due back at 
the school about 200 of the bigger 
girls met in the school grounds and 
decided to strike. The new mistress 
was greeted with hoots and catcalls 
when she returned, and the children 
declared that they would not allow her 
to go inside the school. Her efforts to 
gain an entrance were frustrated by a 
guard placed at the doors. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—The strike of ele- 
mentary school teachers in Hereford- 
shire is the first of its kind in the Brit- 
ish Isles. 

The teachers declare that the schools 
will remain closed until they gain their 
demands, which are for a minimum sal- 
ary of $500 per annum instead of the 
$450 they are now receiving. 

On the other hand, Sir James Rankin, 
Chairman of the County Council’s Edu- 
cation Department, has declared a pol- 
icy of ‘no surrender.” 


The National Union of Teachers has 
guaranteed to its members who have 
gone on strike their full salaries for a 
period of five years, and the determina- 
tion of the teachers has been greatly 
strengthened by this action. 

Many thousands of children stayed 
away from school to-day, with the pros- 
oe before them of a prolonged vaca- 
tion. 

In the meantime, the teachers adopted 
the most modern strike methods at the 
few schools where the headmasters, 
aided by members of their families, at- 
tempted to continue the school work. 
Pickets were posted to-da: ay and the sub- 
stitute teachers appointed by the edu- 
cational authorities were either per- 
suaded or coerced into refraining from 
taking the places of the strikers.

Berlin Tradesmen Buy Dry Goods 

Stock to Stop Ruinous Price-Cutting

has had enough of supplying cheap 
blouses to the women of Berlin,” said 
a representative of Prince Fiirsten- 
berg, according to the Berlin Tage- 
blatt, when announcing that ‘the fa- 
mous “ Princes’ Trust” would sell off 
the stock of their three great stores in 
Berlin.

Enough to Cross the Ocean, 
Say French Aviators. 


Wouldn’t Wright Interfere with 
Them Here, Anyway? They Ask 
—A Commission Proposed. 


A country-wide interest has been 
aroused in the proposed around-the- 
world race of motor-driven air craft in 
connection with the Panama-Pacific Dx- 
position. Negotiations, it was learned 
yesterday, were under way for the se- 
lection of an international ‘commission 
consisting of Commissioners from each 
of the couutries on the route of the 
race. This commission will be scien- 
tific and advisory, and its duties will be 
to suggest the route and offer counsel 
on geographic, meteorologic, and scien- 
tific problems. 

The President of the United. States, 
the King of Great Britain, the President 
of France, the German Emperor, the 
Emperor of Russia, the Emperor of 
Japan, and the Premier of British Co- 
lumbia will be asked to name the Com- 
missioners:

Cortlandt Field Bishop, First ice 
President of the Aero Club of America 
and First Vice President of the Interna- 
tional Aeronautical Federation, is confi- 
dent that the race of mofor driven air 
craft as planned -by the Directors of 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition in 1915, 
will be a success. More than that, he 
believes that the entries will be plenti- 
ful. Mr. Bishop said yesterday that the 
best ‘of 7,000 licensed aviators of the 
world have been anxious to obtain the 
distinction of being the first to cross 
the Atlantic, and now they would ex- 
tend their ambition to being the first to 
fly around the world. 

Mr. Bishop is just back from abroad, 
where he witnessed many aviation 
events. What he saw there inclines 
him to the belief that nothing is too big 
for the aviators to accomplish to-day. 

“In France especially,” he said, “ you 
see aviators tart on trips of 1,000 miles 
with less preparation and concern than 
one would expect for an automobile 
trip of 200 miles. Flights of 1,000 miles, 
15,000 feet altitude, 100 ymiles an hour 
speed, are no longer: considered extra- 
ordinary. 

** Oscar Bider, for instance, has’ flown 
over practically every” high ‘mountain in 
Europe; Roland Garros.has twice crossed 
the Mediterranean Sea and made flights 
from Marseilles to Paris without stop- 
ping ; Brindejonc des Moulinais has made 
the tour of the capitals of Europe; 
Georges Legagneux carried the altitdde 


records first above 15,000 feet, then above 
20,000 feet, ,and scores of others. have 
made flights a little less difficult, as 
though it were the easiest thing in the 
world. The flights from Paris to Cairo 
of Jules Vedrines, Marc Bonnier, and 
Pierre Daucourt were really beyond the 
expectation of the most enthusiastic 
prophets.

The net estate left by Henry H. Rog- 
ers, the Standard Oil magnate, which 
was estimated six months after his 
death at less thar’ § $84,200,000, will 
amount. to. $40,588,612, according to a new 
and detailed appraisal of his estate, 
which will be: filed shortly with Trans- 
fer Tax Appraiser Nagle. 4 

Mr. Rogers died on May 19, 1909, and 
the preliminary report of his executors, 
in which his estate was underestimated 
by about $6,000,000, was sitbmitted to 
the State Controller ‘dn. Now: 18, 1909. 
Thomas E. Rush, attorney for the State 
Controller, who has the new appraisal 
in his possession, will. examine several 
of the items for possible undervaluation. 

Mr. Rogers's executors—Henry H. 
Rogers, Jr., John W, Sterling, and the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company—re- 
ported that Mr. Rogers at the time of 
his doath owed $5,157,589 to William 
Rockefeller. This debt. is not collecti- 
tle, s0 far as Mr. Rush can discover, 
through any. note or other paper, nor 
can the accrued ‘interest on the debt nor 


even the rate of interest be ascertained.

The estimate of $20,000,000 placed by 
the executors upon Mr. Rogers's interest 
in the Virginia Railway, from Deep- 
water, West Va., to Hampton Roads, 
which Mr. Rogers organized and _ fi- 
gnnoed, will also be examined by Mr.

NAVY STATISTICS 
JUGGLED, THEY SAY 


Witherspoon and Henley Deny 
Germany’s Fleet Is Ahead 
of Ours. 


OMISSIONS IN YEARBOOK 


Three Battleships Left Out of List 
—Germany Credited with Four 
Dreadnoughts Too Many. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—That experts 
of the Navy Department juggled the 
statistics in the Navy Year Book for 
1918 to make the American Navy appear 
inferior to the German Navy, and there- 
by set the United States down from 
second to third place as a naval power, 
was charged to-day by Representatives 
Witherspoon of Mississippi and Hensley 
of Missouri, members of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee. 

With Secretary Daniels ‘before the 
committee to explain the naval pro- 
gramme for the coming year, the two 
Congressmen, who are strongly opposed 
to a “big navy,” questioned him at 
length on what they declared were omis- 
sions and faulty comparisons in the 
year book. The Secretary explained that 
he was not an expert in comparing 
navies, and said he had relied on what 
experts in the navy had advised him 
about the facts. 

In their questioning the Congressmen 
brought out that three American battle- 
ships, the Oregon, Massachusetts and 
Indiana, which are of the same tonnage 
and of heavier armament. than ten 
listed German battleships, are left out 
of the United States list altogether; 
and that the year book instead of giv- 
ing the United States 36 battleships 
built and building, compared with Ger- 
many’s 39, should have credited the 
United States with 39 battleships of 
heavier total tonnage and armament 
than Germany. 

They also developed that the Navy, 
statisticians have this year for thea first 
time taken out of the dreadnought class 
the battleships South Carolina and Mich- 
igan, which have dreadnought armament, 
and have put into the German dread- 
nought class four ships of ll-inch gun 
armament. he year book’s compari- 
son gives Germany 13 dreadnoughts and 
the United States 7, while the Congress- 
men insisted that the correct figures 
should give -Gérmany and the United 
States nine dreadnoughts—each. 

Detailed results of their investigation 





of the year book’s comparisons were an- 
nounced. by Hepresentatives _Wither- 
spoon and Hensley in the following 
statement: 

“It was developed that the United 
States appeared to have three less bat- 
tleships than Germany, Decause three 
of the American battleships were omit- 
ted from our list, namely, the Oregon, 
Massachusetts, and the Indiana. The 
reason nig se oy by the. Secretary of 
the Navy fcr the o jon of these three 
battleships was that they were old and 
obsolete, but it appears that in the Ger- 
man. list is incluaea ten battleships, to 
wit. Kaiser Friedrich III., Kaiser Wil- 
helm. II,, Kaiser Kurt. aer Grosse, Kai- 
ser Wilhelm der Grosse, Kaiser Bar- 
barossa, Wittelsbach, Zahringen, Wet- 
ten, Mecklenburg, Schwaben, each of 
which has a tonnage of 10,974, built at 
the same time as the omitted American 
battleships, and each having a main 
armament of four 9.4-inch guns, while 
the Oregon, Massachusetts, and Indiana 
have a main armament of four 13-inch 
guns and a tornage of 10,288 tons each. 

“A high English authority was pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Navy, 
showing the inferiority of these ten 
German battleships with their 9 4-10-inch 
guns to battleships armed with 12-inch 
or 18-inch guns. 

“It was further developed that ac- 
cording to this comparison in the Navy 
Year Book, the tonage of the German 
5 gene was from 10,974, which was 
the smallest, to 12,991, which was the 
largest, of twenty German battleships, 
and that of twenty-seven battleships the 
smallest’ was 11,346, and the largest 
was 16,000 tons. The Secretary ad- 
mitted that, so far as the tonnage of 
the. battleships was concerned, the 
American Navy was greater than that 
of the Germans, as well as an excess 
of seven battleships in favor of the 
American Navy. $ 

“In. regard to the tonnage of the 
dreadnoughts of the two navies. it was 
developed that-the lowest tonnage in 
any erman dreadnought was 22,345 
tons and the largest 24,806, while in the 
American re the lowest tonnage is 
16,000 and the highest is 27,000 tons. 

“Comparing the dreadnoughts of the 
German Navy with those of the Ameri- 
can Navy, in point of guns, it was de- 
veloped that four of the German dread- 
noughts each had an, armament of lZ 
12-inch guns, and thé other five each 
an armament of 10 12-inch guns, while 
in the American Navy it appeared tha 
two had an armament’each of 8 12- 
inch guns, 4 of 10 12-inch guns, 2 of 12 
12-inch guns, and 2 of 10 14-inch guns, 
showing the great superiority of the 
American dreadnoughts in the calibre 
and power of their guns. 

“Comparing the two navies with ref- 
erence to dreadnoughts now building, it 
appeared that the smallest dreadnought 
now being built 1n the German Navy 
is 26,575 tons, and the smallest building 
in the American Navy is 27,000 tons; 
that the largest dreadnought building 
in the German Navy have a tonnage of 
28,000 and the largest building in the 
American Navy have a tonnage of 31,- 
400, or an excess of 3,400 tons over the 
largest German ship now building. 

.“ Comparing the dreadnoughts now 
building further with reference to the 
armament, it appeared that the four 
smallest German dreadnoughts now 
building have each ten 12-inch guns, 
and that the two largest now building 
have each eight 15-inch guns, while all 
the dreadnoughts now bui‘liding in the 
American Navy have 14-inch guns, three 
of them being supplied with ten each 
and two of them with twelve each. 

“It was further developed in compar- 
ing the American Navy with the Jap- 
anese Navy, that tne American Navy 
has thirty-nine battleships and the Jap-~ 
nese only. nineteen, including all those 
in both navies that are built and build- 
ing.’’

WOMEN USE SHARP. 
TERMS TO WILSON 


Suffragist, Hinting at Pre-Elec- 
tion Promises, Tells Him He 
Was Gunning for Votes Then. 


BIG DELEGATION SEES HIM 


Pleas..of Workingwomen Impress 
film, but He Repeats That He Can- 
not Speak Ahead of His Party. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Feb, - 2.—Surroundéed 
by other members of a delegation rep- 
resenting. orZanizations of workingwo- 
mén in favor of equal suffrage, Mrs. 
Glendower Evans of Boston, a wealthy 
suffragist, told President Wilson to his 
face to-day that when he commented 
favorably to her on the suffrage cause 
during the Presidential campaign of 
1912 he was ‘‘ gunning for votes.”’ Mrs. 
Evans spoke emphatically, but not un- 
pleasantly, and the incident ended a 
few seconds later when the President 
asked Mrs. Evans to invite into the 
executive offices several hundred work- 
ingwomen who were standing outside. 

The occasion was a demonstration in 
favor of woman suffrage by working- 
women from Eastern States who had 
come to Washington to urge President 
Wilson to use his influence in‘ favor of 
their cause. Groups of women were pres- 
ent from Boston, New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, New Jersey cities, and 
other places. The women marched to 
the White House bearing banners in- 
scribed with phrases from President 
Wilson’s speeches. When they got to 
the White House only the leaders and 
those who were to make addresses were 
admitted to the President's office. The 
others remained outside. 

Mrs. Evans headed the committee that 
was received by the President in his 
office. Mr. Wilson, who was dressed 
in a gray business suit, greeted his call- 
ers pleasantly and smilingly and, with 
his hands clasped behind him, listened 
to what they had to say. Mrs. Evans 
opened the proceedings with some re- 
marks about the aid that workingwo- 
men expected to receive through the 
right to vote. Miss Margaret Hinchey 
of the Laundry Workers’, Union, Miss 
Mary Schneidermann, a New York hat 
maker; Miss Rose Winslow, represent- 
ing New York textile workers; Mrs. 
Mary Waxman of New York, and Miss 
Melinda Scott of New Jersey, a cap- 
maker, also made remarks. 

President Shows Interest. 

‘he women, most of whom were 
young, talked well and earnestly, and 
the President indicated by his manner 
and frequent nods of his head that he 
was giving close attention to all that 
was said. 

Miss Schneidermann spoke very frank- 
ly. She told the President that the suf- 
fragists had searched his. last Congres- 
sional address in vain for some mention 
of votes for women. Workingwomen, 
she said, were in constant danger of 
losing their jobs, and believed that the 
ballot would help them in their strug- 
gle for a living. Miss Schneidermann 
spoke of cases or suffering that caused 
the President to look very grave. 

Miss Hinchey told of how the women 
of Limerick helped to defend the walls 
of that Irish town against the English. 


“And,” she added, ‘“‘on every wall of 
a great movement you find an Irishman 


jor an Irishwoman somewhere either at 


the head or the tailof it" ws 

Mrs. Waxman spoke for the unem- 
ployed women of New York. She told 
of her own distressing experiences in 
seeking employment. With two small 
children to support, she said, she had 
been out of work since October. ‘It is 
not charity we want,’’ she said, ‘“‘ merely 
a chance to show what we can do.” 

Miss Winslow, a tall, earnest girl, 
showed that she was nervous. In fact, 
she admitted it. ‘‘I don’t need to make 
speeches. to you to tell you the troubles 
of many workingwomen,” she said, 
without pausing for breath, ‘‘and i’m 
so nervous I hardly know what to do 
because I do not address Presidents 
every day.” This brought a little laugh 
from the crowd in the room and the. 
President smiled encouragingly and re- 
marked that he -was only human. 

“We know that, and that is why we 
come to you,’’ said Miss Winslow. 

When the other speakers had bed 
their say Mrs. Evans stepped, to the 
front again and called on the President 
to declare himself on the suffrage ques- 
tion. The scene became rather dra- 
matic at this point, and the President, 
who never had shown by a tremor in his 
voice or in any other way indicated 
that he was perturbed on the occasions 
when he addressed Congress, evidently

_ LAMAR RESOLUTION WINS 


But Is Amended to ‘“ Request” a 
Steel Rebate Investigation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—David Lamar, 
sometimes called the Wolf of Wall 
Street, who is under indictment in New 
York for the fraudulent impersonation 
of public men, sat in the gallery and 
grinned broadly this afternoon while the 
Senate adopted a resolution he had in- 
spired calling for an investigation of 
alleged rebating by the Steel Trust. The 
resolution was fathered by Senator Lane 
of Oregon and réferred to the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce. 

The committee lost interest in the pro- 
posed inquiry when it was discovered 


that Lamar was behind it, and emascu- 
lated the resolution. But Mr. Lane and 
the radicals on both sides of the aisle 
protested bitterly ainst the commit- 
tde’s amendment. he amendment was 
adopted, however, by a vote of 35 to 25, 
Then Mr. Norris offered a_ substitute 
not far different from the original Lane 
resolution, and this. was adopted by a 
vote of 33 to 27. The amended resolu- 
tion was then adopted by a vote of 41 








As finally adopted the resolution read: 
** Resolved, That the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is hereby requested 
to conduct an examination and inquiry 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the United States Steel Corporation, or 
any of its subsidiaries, has been guilty 
of giving or receiving any unlawful re- 
bates, offsets or preferences, especially 
within the last six years; and, if said 
commission finds that such unlawful re- 
bates, offsets or preferences have been 
given or received, then the commission 
is -requested to report the dates and 
amounts thereof to the Senate for its 
information.”’ 


PINDELL RESIGNS 


RUSSIAN MISSION 


Embarrassed. by Letter Story, 
He Tells President—‘‘More 
Delicate to: Decline.” 


HIGH PRAISE BY WILSON 


Peorlan Enjoys His ‘ Unqualified 
Confidence”—President May 
Again Offer Place to Crane.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The cele- 
brated case of Henry M. Pindell of 
Peoria, Ill., whose nomination as Am- 
bassador to Russia was confirmed by 
the Senaté on Jan. 27, passed into his- 
tory to-day with an announcement from 
the White House that Mr. Pindell had 


tendered his resignation from the Rus-j| ¢ 


sian mission, and that it had been ac~- 
cepted by President Wilson. 

Mr. Pindell was the subject of a news- 
paper version of a letter alleged to have 
been written by Senator James Hamil- 
ton Lewis last October purporting to 
offer the Russian mission to Mr. Pindell 
in behalf of Secretary Bryan on con- 
dition that he agree to resign within 
@ year or by October, 1914. The au- 
thenticity of this letter was denied, but 
opposition in the Senate due to suspicion 
as to the circumstances prevented the 
confirmation of Mr. Pindell’s nomina- 
tion at the extra session of Congress. 
President Wilson renewed the nomina- 
tion on Dec. 3. 


Resignation and Acceptance. 


Here is Mr. Pindell’s letter of resigna- 
tion as made public at the White House: 


Peoria, Til., Jan. 28. 


Dear Mr. President: I deeply appreciate 
the honor you have done me in nominating 
me Ambassador to Russia, and the very 

t compliment paid me by the Senate 
n confirming the nomination by unanimous 
vote. I had hoped and gonfidently ex- 
pected, when you asked me to accept the 
post, that I could do so at once and take 
take up the work at a very early date. I 


" am, therefore, the more embarrassed to find 


that circumstances have arisen which will 
render it impossible for me to undertake 
the mission. 

I have, as you know, been put in a very 
false light by certain gross misrepresenta- 
tions in the public press, and, while it is 
true that these have been cleared away and 
the nomination accepted in its true light by 
the Senate after a thorough and dispas- 
sionate investigation, I feel that it would 
be more delicate for me to decline the ap- 
pointment than to accept | it. No con- 
troversy of this kind should surround the 
appointment of an Ambassador to a coun- 
try which cannot be expected to be fa- 
miliar with the real circumstances as they 
are known at home. There should be noth- 
ing personal to talk about or explain thére, 
as far as the Ambassador himself is con- 
cerned. 

I beg, therefore, that, trusting me to be

May Renew Offer to Crane. 


With the Russian mission vacant 
again, President Wilson is free to offer 
the place to Charles R. Crane of Chi- 
cago, who was his first choice for the 
place. It is understood, however, that, 
much as he desired Mr. Crane’s services 
at St. Petersburg, the President is not 
hopeful of obtaining them at this time. 
Mr. Crane has indicated to the Presi- 
dent that on account’ of his father’s 
comparatively recent death it is neces- 
sary for him to remain in this country 
to conduct the business affairs of the 
great Crane manufacturing interests. 
But the President is said to be'so set 
in his desire to have Mr. Crane go to 
Russia that he is likely to hold the post 
open in the hope that Mr. Crane ulti- 
mately will be induced to accept. Out- 
side of a wish to show honor to Mr, 
Crane, who was an ardent supporter of 
the Democratic national ticket in 1912, 
the President has another good prac- 
tical reason behind his anxiety to have 
Mr. Crane in the Diplomatic Service. 
As was told in a Washington dispatch 
to THE NEw YORK TIMES last week, Mr. 
Crane has lived in Russia, has business 
connections there, is on friendly terms 
with important and influential persons 
in that country, and is regarded with a 
sentimental feeling on account of bene- 
factions to the Russian Church. 
The Americar Ambassador to Russia 
will have confronting him the delicate 
task of negotiating a new general treaty 
with that Government to take the place 
of the convention of 1832 abrogated by 
President Taft because of Russian dis- 
crimination against American citizens 
of the Jewish race. It.is the view here 
that only a man peculiarly fitted for the 
work as Mr. Crane is credited with be- 
ing will be able to make headway in 
that respect.

Exhibition of Modernist Work 
at the Montross Gallery Be- 
wildering to Visitors. 


ONE CANVAS UPSIDE DOWN 


All the Lights of Coney Island in 
Another Picture—‘ The Wrestlers’ 
Missing from Their Frame. 


Splashes of vivid colors, cubes, ob- 
longs, 
showered without regard io their fall- 
ing, are the dominating notes of the 
paintings in the exhibition of modern- 
ist work which opened yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Montross Gallery, 550 
Fifth Avenue. Most of the canvases 
are marked by a delicious pigmentation, 
with the tracks of the sauba ant crossed 
by the trails of the tumble bug, and 
eight drinks of absinthe thrown in to 
complete the bewilderment. The sane 
works entered are few and far apart. 

To enjoy the collection visitors who 
are not versed in the cubist and 
futurist schools of art must have the 
gervices of a guide and an appreciation 
as well for art gone mad. Indeed, even 
with the assistance of a guide it was 
impossible yesterday to tell what all 
the pictures represented, for the guide 
had to admit sadly that some of them 
were beyond him. The visitor has to ve 
very ‘“‘arty,”’ to use a cubist word, to 
know that a few cubes of bright paint 
are really Joseph Stella’s impression of 
a scene in the window of a Fifth Avenue 
corset shop. In fact those in charge of 
affairs did not have the information 
until late in the dav. -It was about the

ment because it was discovered one of 
the paintings had been hung upside

INCOME FACTS SECRET. 


Officials Believe Banks Will Be 
‘ Bound by Existing Law. 


Special to The New York Times. - 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The question 
of the right of a bank, acting as agent 
for a person who pays an income tax, 
to disclose that person’s ownership of 
unrecognized. bonds and similar obliga- 
tions, has come before the Treasury De- 
partment qnly in a very informal way. 
Until the matter is presented formally 
the department will take no action, but 
it is gathered that the officials concerned 
are of the opinion that a section of the 
tariff law which makes it unlawful for 
revenue officers to disclose any infor- 
mation about income tax collections will 
apply to private persons acting in a con- 
fidential capacity —— for persons 
who pay an income tax. | 

The provision applying is Section 3,167 
of the income tax feature of the tariff 
law. It provides that “it shall be un- 
lawful for any collector, &c., or other 
employe of the United States to divulge 
or to make known in any manner what- 
ever not provided by law to any person 
* * * the amount or source of in- 
come, profits, losses, expenditures, or 
any particulars thereof, set forth or dis- 
closed in any income return by any 
person or corporation, or to permit any 
income return or copy theeof or any 
book containing any abstract or eed 
ticulars therof to be seen or examined 
by any person except as provided by 
law.” It is provided also that it shall 
be unlawful ‘for any person,” not 
merely for a Government employe, “ to 
vrint or publish in any manner what- 
ever not provided by law” any informa- 
tion appearing on an income tax return. 
An offense against this provision is 
made pnishable by a fine not exceeding 
$1,000, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year, or both. 

Two regulations 
issued by the Treasury Department 
which will enable persons owning bonds 
to conceal that ownership when paying 
their income tax from everybody ex- 
cept the bank or other concern that 
acts as agent for withohlding the in- 
come tax of these persons at the source, 
and the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. Even the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the district in which an in- 
come tax of ‘that character is with- 
held by a bank does not receive a form 
which contains the name of the owner 
of the securities. In the opinion of the 
Treasury Department officials, no bank 
conducting its business honorably would 
disclose any such secret of a patron, 
and if it did it probably would be 
liable to prosecution under the section 
of the income tax law quoted above.

District Attorney's Aid Suc- 
ceeds Dougherty as the 
Second Deputy. 


CENTRAL BUREAU AGAIN 


“Line-up ”’ to be Restored and Cur- 
ran Recommendations 
Followed. 


Police Commissioner McKay appoint- 
ed as his Second Deputy Commissioner 
yesterday J. Robert Rubin, Senior Dep- 
uty Assistant District Attorney. He 
is to have supervision over the Detec- 
tive Bureau, and he succeeds George S. 
Dougherty, whose resignation went into 
effect last night. Mr. Rubin will begin 
his new duties this morning. His ap- 
pointment indicates that the work of 
the Detective Bureay and that of the 
District Attorney’s office is to be ¢ar- 
ried on in close relations. 

A reorganization of the Detective Bu- 
reau is to be made in accordance with 


recommendations in the report of the 
Curran Investigating Committee, which 
will include the merit system of promo- 
tions and appointments, and will restore 
the school for detectives and a central 
bureau to Police Headquarters. The 
“line-up” of suspicious persons and 
criminals is to be revived. 

In a letter yesterday Commissioner 
McKay defines Mr. Rubin’s work as fol- 
lows: 

Supervision of the Detective Division, 
including the Bureau of Criminal Iden- 
tification. 

The supervision and direction of the 
school for detectives. 

The conduct of trials as specially as- 
signed. 

Mr. Rubin was born in Syracuse, N. 
Y.,.81 years ago. He is a graduate of 
the university there, and of the Syracuse 
Law School, in 1906. Until 1910, when 
appointed by Mr. Whitman, he was as- 
sociated with the law firm of Horn- 
blower, Miller & Potter. He was in 
charge of the Homicide Bureau at the 
time of the Rosenthal murder and he 
went to Hot Springs, Ark., as the rep- 
sentative of the District Attorney to 
bring Sam Schepps back as a witness 
in the trial of Lieut. Charles Becker 
and the four gunmen who were con- 
victed for the murder. 

Mr. Rubin was at Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday and met Commissioner 
McKay, and then consulted with Deputy

reporters.

LOSES HIS COPYRIGHT SUIT. 


No Right to Authorship, Court Tells 
Writer Who Adapted Official Bulletin 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 2.—An impor- 
tant interpretation of the copyright law 
relative to newspaper publication was 


made in the United States Appellate 
Court to-day ir a decision handed down 
by Judge Buffington, affirming the dc- 
cision of the lower court, which found 
in favor of the defendant in the suit of 
William A. Dupuy against 
Telegram Company, owner of a news- 
paper in Camden. 

Dupuy, who is a Washington newspa- 

per correspondent, brought suit against 
the Post Company to recover $1 each 
on 5,000 copies of its newspaper issued 
May 14, which contained an article en- 
titled ‘‘ Peace Day in Public Schvuols,” 
alleged to violate the plaintiff's copy- 
right. 
Judge Buffington, in discussing the 
plaintiff’s right to claim authorship of 
the article, pointed out that the evi- 
dence tended to show that Dupuy of- 
fered for sale his article to THe New 
York TiMgs and sixteen other newspa- 
pers prior to obtaining a copyright. He 
did sell a copy to THe Times which, it 
was alleged by the plaintiff, was marked 
Hae fa ores If this were-so, the court 
held, the plaintiff's act was in violation 
of Section 29 of the Copyright law, which 
provided that ‘‘ any person who shall 
knowingly issue or sell any article: hav- 
ing a notice of United States copyright, 
which has not been copyrighted, shall 
be liable to a fine of $1,000,”’ 

The. opnion further decided that Du- 
puy had no right to the article, as he 
was neither the originator nor the 
writer. The writing was the result of a 
bulletin prepared by Fannie Fern An- 
drews, Secretary of the American School 
Peace League, which was issued by the 
United States Bureau of Education in 
March, 1912.

MORE FOR DEPOSITS 


Interest Rates for the Next 
Quarter Advanced Over 
Past Years. 


22 BANKS PAY 3 PER CENT. 


Where Only Two Pald That Before 
~ and 2 Per Cent. Was the 
General Rule. 


The City Banking Commission, com- 
prising the Mayor, the Controller, and 
the Chamberlain, which met yesterday 
to select city depositories and to fix the 
rate of interest for the next quarter on 
approximately $30,000,000 in cash, which 
the city carries in the banks, announced 
that it- had arranged to receive a higher 
rate of interest than had been paid on 
city money on deposit in banks in many 
years, and that thereby the city would 
save upward of $130,000. 

Since as far back as 1848 the city has 
received 2 per cent. on practically all 
its balances. Of the 100 banks and 
trust companies acting as city deposi- 
tories in the past quarter, all paid 2 
per cent., both for active and inactive 
accounts, except five. Of these two 
paid 3 per cent. and three paid 2% per 


ent. 

Of the 109 banks and trust companies 
designated as city depositories, twenty- 
two agreed to pay per cent. in the 
next. quarter, one 2% per cent., and 
thirty-one 2%. Under the plan of dis- 
tributing funds, the report stated that 
it would: be possible, on a very conserv- 
ative basis of making deposits, to place 
$27,000,000 in banks and trust companies 
paying the city 2% per cent. or better. 

“ This means,”’ said the report, “ that 
for the remainder of the PE al the city 
will earn in interest $130, more than 
it would have earned if the rate of 2 
per cent. paid heretofore had been con- 
tinued. It now seems highly probable 
that the present rate will be maintained 
throughout the year, although the rate 
of interest must be fixed every quarter 
under the law. 

The new rates were obtained by the 
Chamberlain in response to a speciai 
letter. written to all city depositories, 
stating exactly what balances had been 
maintained in them for a_ period of 
years, and indicating that a higher rate 
of interest was desired, at least on in- 
active accounts. Heretofore there have 
been five active accounts and about 
ninety-five . inactive accounts. The 
Banking. Commission fixed the minimum 
rate of interest at 2 per cent., but au- 
thorized .the Chamberlain, with the spe- 
cific consent in each case of the Mayor 
and Controller, to make arrangements 
for higher rates of interest with deposi- 
tories agreeing to pay them.

The eagle was a commendable eagle, 
a satisfactory piece of sculpture and 
well placed. If the perpetrators of 
the crime would make their names 
known they might be supplied with a 
list of public monuments, variously 
placed in this metropolis, the speedy 
removal of which to the junkman’s 
would be regarded by all citizens of 
good taste as a benevolent deed. There 
are a dozen or more bronze statues in 
conspicuous places which never would 
be missed. There are a few contrap- 
tions of stone, also, which could be 
spared, but stone cannot be melted 
profitably. It might be broken up for 
building material. In the circum- 
stances, it is not necessary to be more 
specific. The stolen eagle must be 
replaced, and that will cost money; 
moreover, the park has been dam- 
aged; so it is to be hoped that the 
criminal and his confederates will be 
apprehended afhd punished. They are 
guilty not only of a crime against the 
law, but of a deplorable error of judg- 
ment. 








INTERLOCKING DIRECTORATES. 

‘Is there any good and sufficient rea- 
son why the Director of a national 
bank in Boston or New York should 
not also be a member of the Board of 
Directors of a national bank in Wis- 
consin, Georgia, or Ohio? Does the 
public welfare really demand that the 
Director of a railroad company or 
other public service corporation shall 
be forbidden to serve as a Director 
of a bank or trust company, even if 
the bank does no business with the 
other corporation save that involved in 
keeping a deposit account? The busi- 
ness of banks Is different from that of 
trust companies; oftentimes, even if 
doing business in the same city, they 
are not competitors. Is it necessary 
to impose by law a comprehensive pro- 
hibition forbidding bank Directors to 
be Directors of trust companies? 

These are questions which Congress 
can hardly answer upon knowledge 
without the advice and information 
which bankers and business men can 
supply. The Interlocking Directorates 
bill forbids such double service as we 
have indicated. It declares, too, that 
whenever, after two years have elapsed 
from the approval of the act, two or 
more corporations engaged in inter- 
state or foreign commerce shall be 
found to have “a common Director or 
“ Directors, the fact of such common 
“Director or Directors” shall consti- 
tute the presumption that there is a 
combination between such corpora- 
tions in restraint of tfade. Would the 
“fact” of one common Director really 
be sufficient to warrant that presump- 
tion? Having a majority of the board 
in common would naturally, arouse sus- 
picion. One Director or two in com- 
mon might possibly be compatible with 
entire independence of management. 
Here, again, the experience and advice 
of business men ought to be put at 
the service of Congress. 

The. underlying principle and intent 
of the bill are clear enough. The pur- 
pose ¥ to make anything in the nature 
of a* money trust impossible, to de- 
clare that one man shall not be at 
both ends of a bargain, as when the 
bankers acting as fiscal agents of 
railroads are also Directors of rail- 
roads, and to prevent restraints of 
competition through policies adopted 
by boards in the control of the same 
men. All that is desirable, the end 
in view is approved by public senti- 
ment. But it is easily possible for Con- 
gress to do harm by putting the ban 
of ineligibility upon so many Directors. 
It is no easy task t6 make up a Board 
of Directors for a great business or 
banking concern. Years may pass be- 
fore the men most desired are secured. 
When they are secured, the aim is 
permanency. The bill as drawn would 
disrupt a very great number of boards 
all over the country. In many cases 
the disruption would work harm to 
the business, with no correlative bene- 
fit to the public. 

The principle involved needs clarify- 
ing, there are distinctions to be made. 
So far as is compatible with sound 
principle and with the public inter- 
est, so far as there is no injury to be 
discerned, it would seem to be going 
too far to deprive a railroad, a busi- 
ness corporation, a bank, or a trust 
company of the service of a'man of 
wide experience and ability merely be- 
cause he happened to be a Director 
in some other concern. It may not be 
always easy to draw the line, but if 
the principle is made clear, that diffi- 
culty boty se be diminished to a point

THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 

In our Washington dispatches yes- 
terday morning the situation in which 
President Witson finds himself as to 
the demands of organized labor was 
very cléarly described. The chief 
labor organizations demand the limit- 
ing of immigration by a literacy test, 
and they are about to demand the ex- 
emption of their own organizations 
from the law that forbids monopolies 
and combinations in restraint of trade. 
Both demands are in obvious pursuit 
of selfish aims, without regard to the 
rights and interests of the rest of the 
community. 

The restriction placed by the liter- 
acy test upon immigration tends, and 
is frankly intended, to limit the supply 
of labor in this country. It had some 
logic in it when a protective tariff 
taxed the necessaries of life, raised 
the cost of living, and gave monopo- 
listic privilege to the employers of 
labor. There was a plain conflict be- 
tween the pretentions of the protec- 
tionists that they were fostering 
American labor as against cheap for- 
eign labor and their practice in per- 
mitting the unrestricted importation 
of the labor itself. That excuse for 
the literacy test is in, the way of aboli- 
tion, and no longer has validity. Asa 
means of securing a better class of 
immigrants, the literacy test has lit- 
tle, if any, merit. It is clear that the 
most dangerous and most undesirable 
immigrants would readily meet the 
test. The argument that it would 
give better material for citizenship 
and that it is needed because immi- 
grants are so freely naturalized is 
merply a confession that naturaliza- 
tjon is permitted with gross careless- 
ness, or worse. The remedy is to se- 
cure a sensible and honest naturaliza- 
tion. As to the need of labor in this 
country which immigration supplies 
there is really little room for reason- 
able ‘dispute. 

The question of exemption of labor 
organizations from the condemnation 
visited by law upon combinations in 
restraint of trade is equally clear, if 
not clearer. If the law is necessary 
and just, it should be impartial in its 
application. Take the attributes of the 
trusts which are generally regarded 
as most offensive and oppressive. 
There is the refusal to sell their goods 
to customers who buy of others. This 
is certainly the very ground principle 
of the avowed policy of the trades 
unions. They have labor to sell, and 
they claim the right to refuse to sell 
it to any one who will not agree to 
buy their commodity only. Then there 
is the abuse of the trusts in oppress- 
ing rivals by injuring their business 
and restricting their market, which 
also is looked upon as a peculiarly 
cruel and wicked policy. It is openly 
practiced by the trades unions. They 
not only refuse to sell their labor to 
any one who buys other labor than 
their own, but they claim the right to 
boycott the product of rival workmen. 
They not only refuse to buy it, but 
they refuse to handle it, and they use 
every means they can command to 
induce or to compel others not to buy 
the product or any goods in which 
rival sellers of labor have been con- 
cerned. 

The dilemma in which the President 
is involved is a purely political one. 
He and his party advisers are natural- 
ly considering whether they will win 
or lose the more votes by one course 
or another. Nobody can blame them 
for trying to weigh the evidence of 
public opinion and, within the bounds 
of conscience, respecting what they 
find that opinion to be. This the 
President may do as a party leader. 
But we think he will consider the mat- 
ter from a higher plane than that of 
party, that he will weigh the merit 
of the measures in question, and, par- 
ticularly, that he will give close heed 
to the risk and the evil of class legis- 
lation. No officer of a representative

pecially the head of a representative 
democracy cannot afford it. He is 
not a mere agent to carry out the 
dictates even of the majority. He is 
chosen to use his intellect, under the 


guidance of his sense of duty, to ad- |} 
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tion. It seems to us that, in the dis- 
charge of this lofty and necessary 
function, Mr. Wiitson has come to the 
parting of the ways. May he choose 
the right one. ¢ 








THE POWER BILLS. 

Since the hydro-electric bills intro- 
duced at Albany during the last ses- 
sion were championed by Lieut. Gov. 
GLYNN, it was to be expected that they 
would be reintroduced at this session 
practically in the same form, with the 
knowledge that Mr. GLYNN as Gov- 
ernor would favor their passage. 
Chairman Van KENNEN of the State 
Conservation Commission, in a letter 
to THE TIMEs appearing March 19, 
1918, tried. to vindicate the project for 
which $700,000 is now asked of the 
Legislature, to develop hydraulic horse 
power continuously at the Vischer’s 
Ferry and Crescent Dams on the Mo- 
hawk River near Albany. This is the 
“ capital district” plan. If successful, 
it would ruin the private electric com- 
panies within its field, since it pro- 
vides that competition in power pro- 
duction by the State shall be at cost. 
Another bill empowers the commission 
to extend: this principle all over the 
State. 

Competing public utilities, duplicat- 
ing plants, machinery, mains, con- 
duits, and restricting business mutu- 
ally so that economies are destroyed 
and consumers poorly served, should 
not be encouraged at public expense. 
Instead, single companies have been 
permitted to occupy the whole field, 
subject to the adjustment of their 
rates and quality of service by the 
Public Service Commission. When the 
private companies fix their rates too 
high, or lower their standard of ser- 
vice, appeal may be had quickly, and 
effectually, to the public rate-fixers. 

Expert authorities doubt whether 
power projects run at public expense 
would actually threaten private in- 
vestments in the same fields. Experi- 
ence has shown that they become a 
prey to politics, are run extravagantly, 
and that the deficits they create have 
to be made up by the taxpayers. But 
even if the projects provided in these 
bills were successful they would be 
superfluous and a direct discourage- 
ment to private enterprise.

Of course, the difficulties in the way 
of such a circumnavigation, even on a 
line far enough north to be of much 
less than equatorial length, are suf- 
ficiently enormous to justify doubt. 
But, on the other hand, these difficul- 
ties are rather those of money than of

»the aeroplane’s incapacity to fly even 


the longest of the over-water stretches 
in the designated route, and money dif- 
ficulties can always be overcome when 
adequate motive for doing it exists. 

It is somewhat to be regretted, per- 
haps, that the exposition folk could not 
have been content with planning some- 
thing a little less than the exploit in 
aviation that is about the greatest to 
be imagined. A transcontinental flight, 
for instance, though not quite new, 
could yet have been made novel by 
making new demands on the filers 
and imposing on them new restrictions. 
The Pacific is, of course, too broad to be 
attempted directly, but the side attack 
by way of Alaska and Siberia involves 
crossing such dreadful wastes that it is 
not so much more hopeful. It does 
seem as if the Pacific might wait at 
least‘ until the Atlantic has been con- 
quered, and that victory, according to 
the judgment of many, is coming this 
year or next. No such proximity of the 
world encirclement has until now been 
suggested, but of course there must be 
a first time for everything, and to be 
bold, is by no means the worst of 
faults. 


Such an incident as 
last week’s ‘‘run’’ on

For the rush to withdraw money that 
occurred there was no reason whatever 
egcept vague rumors, started nobody 
knows how, among people almost wholly 
uninstructed in matters of banking and 
finance. Though the existence of these 
rumors was known for something over 
a week to those best informed as to their 
baselessness, nothing was done to silence 
or counteract them. So the foolish fears 
spread and strengthened, till at last the 
run began. Then the facts as to the 
bank’s condition, as to the examinations 
to which it had been subjected, to the 
prompt offers of help, if needed, to meet 
a sudden demand for cash, that had 
been made, were widely published. 

This, in the course of two days; had 
its effect on the minds of the frightened 
depositors, and the run stopped, but it 
was not until after hundreds of poor 
people had. suffered from keenest and 
most needless anxiety and had sub- 
jected to many risks the savings for 
Which they were so poorly prepared to 
care-at home. They had lost not a little 
interest, too, and whether they gained 
anything at all from the experience de- 
pends on how intelligently they have

Just what can be done to save them 
from other such ‘experiences in the fut- 
ureis hard to say, but the problem can- 
‘ot be beyond solution. Timely . pub- 
licity seems to be the most promising 
key to it—that and adequate .explana- 
tion; oral and written, from trusted au- 
thoritiés in and out of banking circles, 





INCOME TAX ANSWERS. 


No Return Need Be Made of Gifts 
or “ Allowances.”’ 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The answers to the income tax ques- 
tions by “‘D. B."’ appear to be as fol- 
lows, so far as they can be ascertained 
from the study of a rather obscure 
statute: 


In the section of the law imposing a cor- 
Poration income tax it is specifically pro- 
vided that the same shall not apply to cor- 
porations or associations ‘‘ organized and 
operated exclusively for religious, charita- 
ble, scientific, or educational purposes.’’ 
Therefore, the institutions named are not 
subject to the law and need make no re- 
port, 

There is no exemption of an allowance 
in the law; but an allowance is merely a 
series of gifts, and the recipient ts not tax- 
able on them, as the law provides that a 
gift is not included in ‘‘income,’”’ If the 
allowance were for services it would not be 
a ‘‘gift’’; also, if invested, and such in- 
vestment produced an income, such income 
on the investment is taxable, but the al- 
lowance itself ig not regarded as income 
for the purposes of the law. 

It makes no difference by whom the al- 
lowance is paid, unless, as in the case of 
‘Christmas presents’’ to employes, it be 
regarded as compensation for services, 
since !t is not income within the meaning 
of the law. Of course, ro exemption can 
be claimed, as the allowance is not treated 
as income jn any respect. 

Similarly, except as abcve noted, isolated 
presents of money should not be included 
as income. There is no reason, under the 
law, for making any distinction between 
gifts of money and other gifts. All, if 
pure gifts, should be disregarded in mak- 
ing up the report of income of the recipient. 

Strictly speaking, there are no “ ex- 
emptions ’’ in the above cases. All the 
cases mentioned are expressly excluded 
from the operation of the law and, con- 
sequently, as to them, it is as though 
the law had never been enacted. It is 
to be understood, however, that gifts of 
income are taxable to the giver.

leading women in the [nursing] profes- 
sion,”’ says that the New York State 
Nurses’ Association owes it to the public 
to protect the sick from incompetent 
nursing by giving that organization ab- 
solute control of the nursing vocation. 
Mrs. Scott writes: ‘‘ This is indeed a 
very serious situation from the public’s 
point of view.’’ Let us see just how seri- 
ous the public will find the proposed 
nurses’ trust. 

R. M. Bradley, M. D., in The Modern 
Hospital for December, 1913, states that 
86.6 per cent. of the sick are cared for 
at home. Under present conditions this 
86.6 per cent. must, if they wish hospital 
nurses, pay $25 to $35 a week. Hospital 
nurses in more than forty cities in this 
State fix the arbitrary rate of $25 per 
week for their services. _ 

The present law permits the nurse 
graduated from a hospital registered by 
the Regents of the State to assume the 
title ‘‘ registered nurse’’ and add the 
initials ‘‘R. N.’’ to her name. Thus 
the status.of the registered hospital 
nurse is definitely and unmistakably 
fixed and no patient who wishes to em- 
ploy such a nurse need be deceived. 
This law meets every requirement. 

But the “leading women of the pro- 
fession’” are not content with the pres- 
ent law. Hosts of hospital nurses have 
found that after all it is the desirability 
and fitness of the individual nurse that 
fix her status with physicians and pa- 
tients. They have found the general 
public seldom cares whether a nurse is 
registered so long as she is the nurse 
the public wants. These nurses have 
found also that the ‘‘ leading women of 
the profession ’’ merely seek control of 
State machinery and are therefore mind- 
ing. their own business and trying to fill 
the true function of the nurse, which a 
recent medical writer describes as 
‘making the patient comfortable in 
bed.’’ Hence the ill-advised Seeley bill, 
by an absurd provision of which the 
nurse politicians last Winter sought to 
compel the hospital nurse, after receiv- 
ing her registered hospital diploma, to 
undertake a further examination for 
registration and to prohibit her from 
practicing as a ‘‘nurse’’ if she was un- 
successful, , 

Possessing, or at least reciting, no 
definite facts of the real situation, Mrs. 
Scott seeks to dismiss the correspond- 
ence school with an attempt at ridicule 
and an exclamation point. For more 
than twelve years the writer has been 
an officer in such a school. The woman 
who completes the home study and 
practice course given by this school has 
mastered a course equaled by that given 
in few hospitals in the State. Her bed- 
side instruction is received at the hands 
of a physician, and is at least as val- 
uable as that gained from another nurse 
in a hospital. As a class these nurses, 
representing at least a better type than 
the so-called practical or domestic nurse, 
fill a field quite as important as that 
of the hospital nurse, because of their 
lower wage requirement. 

Your correspondent bewails because 
these nurses must ‘‘ experiment practi- 
cally on some poor invalid.’”” How about 
the ‘‘ experiments ”’ by hospital nurses? 
A few weeks ago in a nearby city a 
nurse in a hospital gave bichloride to a 
patient to drink. Result, a Coroner’s 
inquest. A few weeks prior a hospital 
nurse in New York City. performed the 
Same. experiment with the same result: 
And only a few years ago, in a West- 
ern hospital, four lives were sacrificed 
at once because a hospital nurse gave 
poison by mistake, In fact, a consid- 
erable number of these ‘‘ experiments 
on some poor invalid ’’ by hospital stu- 
dents and graduates have been recorded 
during the last few years, and yet no 
one would for a moment charge the hos- 
pital training school or hospital trained 
nurses with incompetency. 

The so-called ‘‘ nursing problem ”’ can 
quickly be settled if that is what the 
nurse leaders of New York State want. 
Let them frame a law which will not 
restrict nursing, but which will compel 
every nurse to be registered by the 
State for exactly what she is, and so 
identify her that every physician and 
patient can know the source of her 
training. Such a law would prove a just 
measure to every nurse and to every 
patient. .

Steamers In a Fog. 

To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

Suppose a regulation be adopted about as 
follows: Ships ste ring west in a fog shall 
whistle every tl ee-quarters of a minute, 
those steering east every half minute. There 
could then be but two coincidences each 
three minutes, and opportunity for at least 
six blasts to be heard before the ships could 
come together. If ships steering north 
whistled every minute and those going south 
every minute and a quarter there could be 
only one coincidence, each in four minutes, 
with six intermediate separate blasts. A 
ship at rest might whistle every minute and 
a half. 

Such regulations would give seamen a use- 
ful idea of the direction the other vessel 


was steering. A simple mechanical device 
could be designed to sound the whistle ac- 
curately at any one of the above intervals; 
the setting of such a whistle controller would 
take but a moment, and thereafter insure 
accurate whistling at the proper interval 
until stopped.

Pictures ‘by the Late J. G. Brown on 
View at American Association. 


At the American Art Association is a 
collection of pictures by the late J. G. 
Brown which will bring back to many a 
visitor the types of an American past 80 
unfamiliar to-day as to seem prehis- 
toric. Where is the ‘ Squire,” in his 
shirtsleeves, sitting in a room with a 
latchstring to its door, in friendly jux- 
taposition to a tin water pail? Where 
is the white-curtained living room, with 
an iron ring in the floor, showing the 
whereabouts of the cellar door? Where 
are the farmers sitting on boxes 
‘‘measuring up a critter’’? Where is 
the “granny” who wears homespun 
and makes pumpkin pies for Thanks- 
giving? Wherever they may linger, they 
certainly are not to be found in New 
York studios to-day, and their portraits 
are better than written history, al- 
though there isn’t an equilateral trian- 
gle among them. Moreover, J. G. 
Brown did some very pretty painting 
when he put his mind on his art. His 
dogs alone sustain his reputation as an 
animalier, and much of the still life in 
his old-fashioned rooms is delightful in 
its delicate drawing and the truth of its 
values. In the catalogue preface he is 
quoted as saying: 

“From the first day I arrived at 51 
West Tenth Street to the present, I 
think I have been fully appreciated by 
the public and by my brother artists. 
The former bought my pictures and the 
artists helped me all they could; the 
older men made me an associate of the 
Academy in 1862 and in 1863 elected me 
an Academician. 

“Messrs. Kensett, Suydam, Bierstadt, 
Cassilear, and others bought my little 
pictures either for themselves or their 
friends. So my artist life has been 4 
pleasant one: the artists of Paris and 
London have said the most kindly 
things about my pictures and have al- 
ways hung them on the line when I 
have sent them to their exhibitions.” ' 

In the pictures themsel may 
read something of this conte t and 
sweetness of spirit. ; 

The stock of the House of Adams is 
also on view in these galleries prior to 
its sale by auction. It offers much that 
will tempt the makers of homes, ‘espe- 
cially as the season thus far has been 
full of bargains, and a bargain in Chip- 
pendale and Sheraton, to say nothing of 
seventeenth century English and Louis 
Quinze French, is never to be despised. 
The mantels, fireplaces, and overman- 
tels in particular will interest people 
who care for the refinement and reti- 
cence of the Adam period, which is lib- 
erally represented. A four-post bedstead 
of the Adam type is an extremely fine 
piece, with rams’ head corners to the 
shaped cornice and solid posts richly 
carved with leaves, flutes, husks, and 
berries. Aside from the commercial 
value of the various articles, the exhi- 
bition is well worth a visit on account 
of the chance it gives to study the dif- 
ferent styles in well-chosen examples. 


READY TO CENSOR PLAYS. 


Committee Named by Farley to Is- 
sue First Bulletin This Week. 


Under the direction of Cardinal Far- 
ley, the Catholic Theatre Movement, one 
of the most powerful organizations ever 
formed to exert an influence for good 
upon the stage, was launched yesterday 
afternoon at the rectory of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral. A committee, appointed by 
the Cardinal and indorsed at yesterday’s 
meeting, will go to see the new plays 
as they are produced, and will pick out 
the dramas which it considers elevating 
and clean. A list of the approved plays 
will be mailed each week to a great 
number of Catholics, and every member 
of the Church will be expected to re- 
main away from all plays not on the 
list. 

Hundreds of postcards will be mailed 
within the next few days to Catholics in 
this city. On each card will be printed 
a promise that the person who signs and 
returns it will refrain from visiting any 
improper play and will use his or her 
influence to keep others away from ob- 
jectionable shows. 

It is not the intention of Cardinal Far- 
ley to make the movement a purely re- 
ligious one. Of course, no play which 
gives offense to the Catholic Church 
will be recommended, but neither will a 
poorly constructed and uninteresting 
drama be praised simply because it is 
clean.

Director Robinson Calls It Sec« 
ond Only in Importance ° 
to Altman Gift. 


TO BE SEEN NEXT. FALL 


No Collection Like It In the World 
for Completeness and His- 
torical Value, 


Director Robinson of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art made official announce- 
ment yesterday that the famous Will- 
iam Hefhry Riggs collection of arms and 
armor, the donation of which was first 
reported by THz NEw YorRE TIMBS last - 
November, would be thrown open to the 
public in the newly completed northeast 
wing of the Museum in October. Mr, 
Robinson said that Mr. Riggs had 
turned the coilection over to the Mu- 
seum by formal deed of gift. Mr. Rob- 
inson said: 

“It would be hard, indeed, to over- 
estimate the value and importance of 
this collection. It is one of the greatest 
ever made. In importance to the Mu- 
seum it ranks second only to the great 
Altman collection. The Museum never 
puts a money value on a gift to it, and 
Mr. Riggs never put a money value on 
the collection. Even if it were a quese 
tion of money, the collection is one of 
the largest and most important the Mu- 
seum has ever received. 

‘It would be absolutely impossible 
duplicate the collection at the presen 
time. The only way it might ever be 


‘duplicated would be by breaking up the 


great royal collections of arms and ar- 
mor at Madrid, Vienna, and London and 
reassembling selected pieces. That it is 
impossible to expect.’’ 

Several of the suits of armor and other 
pieces in the collection of some 2,500 


articles oft worth intrinsically mo 
than $100,000, because they contain that 
amount of gold gne aliver inlay. One 
has more than $150,000 worth of precious 
metals in it. The 2, 500 pieces presented 
to the Museum are '‘the choicest speci- 
mens of a collection which once num- 
bered 8,000 pieces and which was sifted 
down. Most of the pteces are now i 
New York, except a few which are sti 
in Paris undergoing repairs. 

Mr. Robinson emphasized in: making 
his announcement pomterday what was 
previously told in Tum Timms, that the 
donation of the collection to the Metro- 
politan Museum in New York was due 
to the influence of the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan, whose pohooibes. chum and 
lifelor friend Mr. Rig was.

A Patriotic Purpose.

MISS FARRAR SINGS TOSCA. 


Slightly il, but Gives Effective Per- 
formance—Scotti and Caruso. 


Puccini’s. ‘‘Tosca’’ was the opera at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last night 
with Geraldine Farrar singing the title 
role for the first time this - season, 
Scotti as Scarpia, Caruso as Cavara- 
dossi, and Toscanini conducting. This 
cobination of artists brought out one of 
the record-crowds of the year. The 
performances, as might have been ex- 
pected, was a brilliant one. 

The interest centred on Miss Parrar’s 
appearance as the novelty. Between the 
fist and the second acts the curtain was 


held longer than usual and it was said 
later that this was due to the fact of 
Miss Farrar having been taken with an 
attack of acute indigestion. It was dif- 
ficult to estimate how much of an ef- 
fect this may have had on her voice, 
for her impersonation of the. Sardou 
heroine in the second act is so full of 
intensity of dramatic feeling that her 
voice is inevitably tinged with stridence 
to give that feeling proper expression. 
Her singing of the one lyric number of 
the act, ‘‘ Vissi d’Arte,’” while not up 
to her best level, was good under the 
conditions. 

Miss Farrar’s Tosca was always a 
figure of compelling interest on the his- 
trionic side. If there were times when 
it seemed drawn with glaring colors, it 
must beremembered that Sardou wrote, 
after all, a melodrama whose motives 
are in terms of passion and nothing of 
lofty impersonal tragedy is demanded. 
To give Miss Farrar all the credit of 
th2 undoubted effect the second act in 
particular produced, would be to rob 
Mr. Septti and Mr. Caruso of the hen- 
ors that are due them. The Scarpia of 
Scotti is sorwthing to be enthusiastic 
over, so admirably does he succeed in 
conveying his own effects and at the 
same time heighten the efefcts of the 
others. Caruso was in good voice, and 
with Mr. Toscanini to make the orches- 
tral background throb with life and 
intensit there was a combination of 
forces that was irresistible.

The resident impression of ‘The 


Laughing Husband,” now that it has 
become a memory. and not an experi- 
ence, is of a long evening to which 
some good music, bits occasional of real 
fun, and at least one flash of excep- 
tionally charming dancing brought much 
needed relief. Arso, there is in this 
musical comedy, made in Germany, and 
not well. made over in America, the 
compelling power, of a very good dra- 
matic situation, followed by a finale to 
the act—the second, to be explicit—in 
which the refrain of a haunting melody 
is employed to create an emotional 
effect at the curtain. And thanks to the 
sincerity of Mr. Courtice Pounds and his 
very charming voice, at this point the 
desired result is attained. 

The situation provides the crux of 
the plot, so it may as well be explained 
right now. It involves the discovery 
by the erstwhile “ laughing husband ” 
of his wife and her lover in a tete-a- 
tete behind a screen. That in itself is 
not ‘especially novel. 
ment of the incident from the point of 
the husband’s arrival to the moment 
when he reveals himself to his rival, 
and subsequently indicates that he 
knows hig wife is the supposed un- 
known lady behind the scene, is really 
excellent drama of a sort. 

All of which, ‘and the fact that there 
is a final act which contains some 
humorous matter, makes it a pity that 
what precedes is so overladen with 
songs and other things, badly arranged, 
serve so long to delay what is ultimately 
entertaining. 

It was Lord Macaulay who once re- 
marked, after reading a certain book, 
that the same words differently used 
might make literature. And in this case 
the same material, otherwise employed, 
might have provided an exceptional mu- 
sical show. 

As it stands, however, ‘“ The Laughing 
Husband ”’ is badly in need of amend- 
ing and pulling together. Where it’s 
g00d it’s very, very good, but, like the 
little girl in the rhyme, where it’s bad 
it’s—well, if not horrid, at least slow. 

Having said which is it pleasanter 
to point ‘out the virtues rather han 
defects. And taking the mass me- 
fore the details it may be as well to 
mention that somebody with a real eye 
to beauty picked the chorus, which con- 
tains ‘more realty pretty girls than is 
common even in these Broadway peach 
orchards. Also, somebody with an eye 
to harmony dressed them, so that there 
is never the common fault of an intrud- 
ing color to knock the whole scheme 
galley ‘west, as so often happens. 

The song that lingers longest in the 
memory, and that will surely be a “ hit,” 
is ‘‘ You’re Here and I’m Here,’’ which 
is most insinuating, and doesn’t sound 
as if it belongs to the rest of the score. 
{t is another of Jerry Kern’s first aids 
to popularity? 

Mind, it isn’t the best number in the 
piece, but it is the one that is going 
to be most popular 

A better one, and it, too, promises to 
be a favorite with orchestras, though 
the whistlers may find-its notes less 
easily negotiable, is ‘‘ Wine,” which, 
moreover, enjoys the advantage of be- 
on sung delightfully by Mr. Pounds 

th a sort of obligato of {Bb Rrecie 
tion by Mr. Fred Walton, who brings 
a large share of unctuous humor to ev- 
ery scene in which he figures. He and 
Josie Intropodi do a grotesque dance, 
which is one of the bright spots in the 
first act, where there is melody, also. 
in ‘ Little Miss Understood,”’ a title that 
ultimately figures in the plot and is 
consequently repeated when occasion 
requires. 

The final act is less cumbered with 
songs than the two that precede and the 
interest is more sustaied. Here, too, 
comes the advantage of a capitally 
sketched humorous figure of a lawyer 
by William Norris, who provides a con- 
siderable amount of genuine fun. 

Throughout the proceeding Miss Ve- 
nita Fitzhugh, who sings very well and 
is very blonde, and Miss Bertha Callish, 
who does not sing so well and who is 
very dark and lovely, provide the main 
causes for mistaken passion, jealousy, 
and the plot. And there are frequent 
terpsechorean interruptions, apparently 
introduced on the principle that wher- 
ever nothing else fits a dance will do. 
Awnnd now and then the dance does ac- 
tually provide cause for real thanksgiv- 
ing, the flash previously referred to oc- 
curring when the lovely doll-like Jo- 
sephine Harriman floats gracefully into 
view, and proceeds most rythmically 
across the stage, table, and chairs, ably 
chaperoned in her dancing expedition 
by a youngster, Quentin Todd, whose 
assisting is deft,jand skilful. 

One effective figure is provided by 
Frances Demarest, another by Gustave 
Werner, and there is as good service 
as the roles allow by John Daly 
Murphy, Roy Atwell, and Nigel Barrie. 
* “The Laughing Husband,” then, has 
possibilities.

Benjamin F. Funk, 64 years old, Vice. 
President of the publishing house of 
Funk & Wagnalls Company, at 354 
Fourth Avenue, died suddenly of heart 
disease at 12:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, while at the private gymnasium 
conducted by Montgomery Irving on the 
fifteenth floor of the Fifth Avenue Build- 
ing, 200 Fifth Avenue. Benjamin F. 
Funk’s two brothers, Dr. Isaac K. Funk 
and John A. Funk, also died of heart dis- 
ease, Dr. Funk at his home in Mont- 
clair, in 1911, and John A. Funk at 
Prince Rubert, B. C., about six weeks 
ago. 

Mr. Funk had been taking light exer- 
cises. at the gymnasium for the past 

year in the hope of improving his health. 
He went there at noon yesterday ac- 
companied by his nephew, Wilfred Funk, 
Secretary of Funk & Wagnalls; W. C. 
Cricks, sales manager of the firm, and 
J. A. Judd, advertising manager of The 
Literary Digest. He was in the outer 
“rubbing room” chatting with his 
friends, according to Mr. Irving, when 
he staggered against the wall. With 
the assistance of two Japanese attend- 
ants Mr. Funk was carried to one of 
the rubbing tables and Dr. Purdy was 
called from the Hotel Seville. He died 
a few minutes after the physician ar- 
rived. 

‘“‘Mr. Funk,’’ said Mr. Irving, ‘‘ was 
not exercising when he was taken ill. 
He had come here two or three times a 
week for the last year, and was taking 
light exercises. His condition seemed to 
be much improved. His family had been 
afraid that he would pass away sudden- 
ly because he had long suffered from 
heart trouble.’’ 

Mr. Funk, despite his illness, had been 
attending to his business duties regu- 
larly, and recently had said that he was 
feeling much better. His home was at 
Westerley, 8. I. He is survived by his 
wife and four sons, W. A. Funk of Idaho 
Springs, Col.; Dr. John A. Funk of Ha- 
madan, Persia; Dr. Merton L. Funk ot 
Brooklyn, and Charles HB. Funk, associ- 
ate editor of The Engineering Magazine. 
The latter hurried to the Fifth Ave- 
nue building when he was notified of his 
father’s death, and took charge of the 
body. A permit was issued for its re- 
moval to Westerley. 

Charles E. Funk said that he had 
feared for a long time that his father 
would die suddenly. His father, he said, 
knew of the fate that threatened him, 
and was trying every remedy he thought 
would be beneficial.

RAILROAD NET EARNINGS OFF 


Central Lines Show a Decrease as 
Compared with Last Year. 


The New York Central system's state- 
ment of earnings for December and jthe 
year 1918, which appeared yesterday, 
made .an unexpectedly bad showing, 
and ‘the company’s shares were heavy 
on’ the. Stock Exchange. They closed 
the session’ at 941%, or 1% under Satur- 
day’s last price. 

The Central system’s gross revenues 
in December were’ $23,528,000, a decrease 
of . $865,000; Its net earnings, amount- 
ing to. $3,541,000, showed a loss of $3,- 
087,000 as. compared’ with December 
of 1912. For the full calendar year, 
which in’ the case of the Central and 
the Pennsylvania is also the fiscal 
year, ;gross ‘revenues were $297,865,000- 
This total was within $734,000 of the 
gross’ for: 1912, but higher expenses re- 
duced the net earnings. for the year to 
$59,599,000, a loss of $11,978,000. \ 

The Néw York Central’’& Hudson 
River Railroad Company made a bet- 
ter showing than some of its controlled 
lines. Its gross revenues for the last 
year were $7,206,000 larger than in the 
year preceding, and its net earnings de- 
creased only $233,000 as a result. The

EXPRESS COS. TO RETRENCH 


Heads of Five Confer and Resolve 
to Go Ahead. 


Heads of the five leading “express 
companies, the American, the Adams, 
the United States, the Southern, and 
Wells Fargo & Co., met yesterday at 
the Railroad Club to talk over pros- 
pects for business under the new rates 
which became effective on Sunday. The 
session was the first joint meeting of 
officials of the companies since the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission ordered 
a general reduction of charges. After 
the meeting F. F. Flagg, Vice Presi- 
dent of the American, gave out this 
statement: 

The express companies for seventy years 
have built: up and given to the public a 
service which has been and seems now to 
be a necessary and material element in the 
daily life and business of the country. The 
companies have recently received an ex- 
haustive investigation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, following which 
the commission issued an order directing 
them to put into effect on Feb. 1 certain 
rates, rules and classifications. 

The companies felt that the adoption of 
such greatly reduced rates must be viewed 
with gravest apprehension as to the out- 
come. They were, however, confronted 
with three alternatives, first, to appeal to 
the courts; second, the dissolution of the 
companies through liquidation, or third, 
the giving of a fair trial to the lower 
rates. 

With a_realization that the express serv- 
ice is essential to the commercial interests 
of the country, and that the shipping pub- 
lic was entitled to the protection afforded 
by a continuation of the express service, 
provided that new conditions would afford 
a just remuneration to the express com- 
panies, they decided upon an earnest effort 
to make a success of ‘the new -rates, for 
which they hope to have the goodwill and 
support of the public to the end that the ex- 
press strvice may be preserved and ex- 
panded jin’ mutual interest. 

Matters of economy of operation were 
discussed at the meeting. The officers 
agreed, it was understood, that severe 
retrenchment of expenses would be nec- 
essary to insure a profit, but that this 
should not be brought about by weak- 
ening the service. 


STOCK EXCHANGE HEARING. 


Members to Testify To-morrow Be- 
fore Senators on Owen Bill. 
When the hearings begin to-morrow 
before the Senate Committee on Banking 
and Currency on Senator Owen’s bill 
affecting Stock Exchanges, these mem- 
bers of the New York Stocks Exchange 
will be ready to appear: President James 
B. Mabon, H. K. Pomroy, H. G. S. No- 
ble, William C. Van Antwerp, and S. F. 
Streit. It is expected that other mem- 
bers of the board will be called upon 
as the hearings progress, but so far 
no preparation has been made to send 
any besides the men mentioned down to 

Washington. 

It is the intention of the Board of Gov- 
ernors to select members to appear be- 
‘fore the committee who are especially 
fitted by experience to answer par- 
ticular questions about the workings 
of the Exchange.

WANTS BEET SUGAR INQUIRY 


Keating Tells Wilson Plants Hold Up 
Producers—To See Redfield. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—lInvestiga- 
tion by the Department of Commerce of 
beet sugar plants in Colorado and else- 
where, to determine whether they were 
justified in the scale of prices they paid 
to beet sugar raisers, was urged upon 
President Wilson to-day by Representa- 
tive Keating of Colorado. 

Mr. Keating told the President that 
the beet sugar -companies were trying 
to hold up the producers, that they 
were overcapitalized from two and a 
half to ten times, that in many cases 
they had inefficient plants, and that 
the department should investigate con- 
ditions in the interests of the farmers. 

Mr. Keating will now confer with Sec- 
retary Redfield on the President's sug- 
gestion.

PROCESS IS COMPLICATED 


Controller Démands Details, Which

The $27,000,000 of. short-term ‘notes 
issued by the State of New York last 
June fell due yesterday, and the offi- 
cers and clerks of the Bank of the Man- 
hattan Company, the State’s fiscal agent’ 
were kept busy all day paying them off 
out of the proceeds of the recent $51,- 
000,000 bond sale.
